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The Soviet consular file,' 
on Lee Harvey Oswald,! 
presumed slayer of Presi-j 
dent Kennedy, sheds no 
lijrht on the assassination, 
it was learned today. 

Soviet Ambassador Anato- 
ly F. Dobrynin turned over 
Die flic lo Si'cretnry of State 
Dean Rusk Saturday. It was 
{sent to the Fcdeial Bureau 
I of Investigation where It 
still Is being studied. 

But It has been learned au- 
thoritatively that the whole 
portfolio contains no new In- 
formation. Mainly. It con- 
sists of Oswald's application 
for a Soviet visa when hej 
went to Russia after his dis-i 
charge from the Marine Corps ; 
In 1 ^ 9 . his work permit, rest- 1 
dcnce papers and copies of 1

Ms runn'lagi* license. It also 
cunt. tins his application for 
permission to return to the 
United States In lltnif. and 
Soviet documents permit ting 
him lo leave the country. 
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'Hie Russians apparently In- 
tended lo <leiinne.li ate their 
willingness to help solve the 
slaying. They were not re- 
quired to turn the papers 
over, and this Government 
had not requested them. 

As a Key to Oswald’s pos- 
sible motives, one source 
said, “They aren't worth q 
hill of beans.”
